Maurer harvested a number of good 
crops, and in 1920 cleared about 
$23,000 for the company, Good crops 
were also taken off in 1919 and 1923. 

It is not yet known what the com- 
pany will do with the land, but it has 
been mentioned they will divide it 
up and sell it for smaller farms.

THE EVOLUTION 
OF THE PLOW 


The first records of agriculture date 
back some 10,000 or 15,000 years 
when Neolithic man grew wheat, 
barley, and millet. He knew nothing 
of oats and rye. The grain was 
ground between stones and stored 
away in pots to be used when needed. 
Out of this crude flour they made a 
solid, heavy bread, slabs of which 
have been found among the remains 
of the homes of these pre-historic 
people. 

It is a curious fact that the idea 
of sowing wag. inextricably entangled 
in the nilnd of primitive man with 
the idea of a human sacrifice. When 
seeding time came around a youth 
or maiden was chosen, usually from 
the ranks of those regarded with 
profound respect and deference, The 
sacrifice was made with great cere- 
mony, and the ritual was sanctified 
by custom handed down through the 
long ages. 

Men must have used wooden im- 
plements in this early agricultural 
éffort, for no tools of stone or metal 
for cultivation of the soil have been 
found. The wooden implements 
have decayed, and no trace of them 
has remained. 

It is believed the first. implement 
used in the tillage of the soil was 
a crooked stick pushed or pulled 
through the soil~by sheer human 
strength. From this crude be- 
ginning a meta] implement was grad- 
ually developed, and animals were 
hitched to the plow to turn the 
furrows. ’ , 

From these early efforts agricul- 
ture has slowly,evolved from simple, 
primitive methods, and the snatching 
of a bare living from the soil, to 


today,
